- When fourteen 
years of age~he~canre~ to Boston wlre^^^^ 
attended tlie public schools till 1883. 
During this time he received his musical 
education on the violin. The instrument 
he had to play upon was a very inferior 
oncjand beiiiglBssatisfied wifh it led him 
to make himself one and study the art in 
jvhich he now stands without a -I'ival, vio- 
lin maker and repairer. , Mr. Gervais' 
experience as a violin maker was acquired 
with Elias Howe, where for four years he 
had charge of the violin department, with 
J. B. Squires, Orin Weeman«nd Thomp- 
son and .Odell,-«aending over a-contihu- 
ous period of thirteen years, with the ex- 
ception of one year in the South, The 
broad experience" thus obtained was sMf)- 
plemented with steftdy development aliing 
lines original.to Mr, Gervais. himself ifor 
he is easily sut generis in his line of {en- 
deavor. His new violins are prondtmced 
by virtuosos to be the best in tone knd 
workmanship produced since the old mas- 
ters, and his. work in restoring valuable 
old 'Violins is inimitahte. Mr. Gervais 
will write a series of articles on fftcts 
about.the violin and will as far as possible 
disabuse our readers of the many errone- 
ous ideas that are now in vogue. 



SOMETHING MORE ABOUT " RAG 
^ —■ TIME." 

The Chicago Itfter Ocean .says: M It 
was imported from Africa with the (first 
cargo of slaves.'" 

" Rag time" is' not new. It was wirit- 
ten by Southern musicians,' and whistled 
and sung and danced by Southern negroes 
fifty years ago. And .these people in- 
herited it from pre vioiis generations i of 
African ancestors. In what shape' itlie 
jerky,, peculiar rhythm . called - ''iag 
time " first appeared in this country is hot 
known, but from the-testimony of musi- 
cal experts it was a wildly savage affair 
until harmonized and made melodious bv 
French and Spanish Creole influences. 

" Rastus on parade," "Georgia Camp 
Meeting," and the " Whi.stliiig Rufus" of 
'to-day, like "The Mobile Ruck" of a 
generation ago, are tuneful and replete 
with .melody thaLincites the feet to motion 
a'hd the voice to song. Previous to the 
widespread popularity of "The Mobile 
Buck" the knowledge of "rag time" in 
the North was confined principallv to tlie 
patrons of variety thcitros and minstrel 
halls. In the South, liowever, it was 
heard frcquentjy, not onlj' rVinong the 
ignorant . slaves and poorer classes, but 
among the aristocratic- leaders ih the 
larger cities as well. Pretentious com- 1

positioos were written by talented musi- 
ci.<ns 1n that more or less" wild style;. 

One of the oldest of these composittiDns 
is one written . forty years..ago, and. which 
.probably is still the most musicianly effoit 
based on " rag time". This is " The Pa.';- 
'qinngae5-«===wri(ten--%-=%MTi{f=^^ 
chalri, in JSew-Orleanvin the^eady. .'50s, 
when he was a pianist of -high repute and 
great ^popularity -in Europe and the two 
Americas. He Was a native of Nevy 
Orleans, . bis. jnother haying defjcendcti 
froig-^a-Ereiich Creole-iafnily, — ilfsAiSJorlis ^ 
like his disposition, were brilliant, tender 
and melodious, but bright with the flash 
of fancy, rather tlian strong with imagi- 
native power." He was. considered the 
most able and competent pianist and com- 
poser America had produced iip to that 
time. 

. ..i' Rag ^ time" sympatliiied singularly 
with his idiosN-ncrasics as a composer,- as 
is indicated clearly in every bar of his 
" Pasquinade," a cr>mposition deemed by 
leafling pianists oi the present day wortliy 
to be included in progr.ams of high order. 
The measures fairlv dance with the wild, 
con.staut changes of i liytliiii which consti- 
tute the foundation of svhiit we are 
pleased to call '.' rag time", prob.lbly a 
contraction of " ragged time". 

To go mucli further into the past, it 
seems easy to trace the odd time under 
■discussion to the early Africans, Robbed 
of its melody and tunefulness, the " rag 
time" of the .-American negro of to-day 
resembles that wliich any of the African 
and kindred races produce ami have 
produced for centuries on their l)arbaric 
drums, torn toms, and similar instruments,. 
The pecultar rhytlini, with its su<lden :md 
unexpected cliangcs, is tlie srurie in thciii all. 

The deduction is, therefore, quite nat 
ural, though it may seem .stninge that u 
'man can sing "I \Vant Them Presents 
Back" or ''Louisiana Lou" to tlic ac- 
companiment of a liancl of savages of the 
Niger valley or Soudan beating an ap- 
parcnly nondescript tattoo on a lot of 
wcini vessels that .serve them "as instru- 
ments. 

DEATH OF THE WALTZ KING. 
Vienna, June -j.- — Johann ^Strauss the 
famous composer, is dead. ■ lie was boiti 
in 1S25. When he was only six years old 
he hecame a composer. At 19 he made 
his (jebut as a c(.inductor in a concert hall. 
P^Om that time on he devoted himself 
entirely to music, autl for niore than ii 
quarter of a century his principal ctmi. 
positions were dance music. His opus 
314, "On tlie Beautiful Blue Damihe," is 
now a -national .Austrian popular piece. 
Strauss visited this country in 1869, when 
he appeared at (Jilmore's peace jubilee, in 
Boston and at the Academy of Music, 
New "^'ork, wliere he conducted several 
of his own conipijsitions. .Strauss was 
twic^ married, ,

A GHASTLY VIOLIN' 

A human skulLused as a violin is the 
much-prized .niusical instrument of an 
Englishman living in a suburb of London. 
No^^one can doubt it will produce' weird 
tunes. ' It wasTnade by.stretiJhing over the 
hollow part a sheet of shecpskiij as a 
sounding board: A parf of the leg bone 
is used as the keyboard, with piecesjof the 
small bone of the arm for the keys. Tliis 
curiosity came from Durban, South.Africa. 
One could well imagine this an appropri- 
ate in^runient for "a cannibal orchestra. 

The curiosity was sent to A. I, J, Har- 
wood, of London, by bis friend, Charles 
Wilson, of .Du.rban, South Africa. 

In sending it Mr. Wilson wrote that he 
had to risk his own. skull to get this one. 
fle "attended a pow-wow of the natives in 
the guise of a wandering hunter, When 
the climax of their ceremonies was reached 
he_-was .startled to see them bring forth 
this hideous-lQokin g_2 nusical instrum ent. 
Upon It was playccFtlTc Vu-kH-ka7^"oF 
death dance, while naked forms of the 
warriors danced in the lurid light of the 
brush fires. 

Mr. Wilson knew enough of the native 
dialect to learn that this death's head 
victim was made from the skull of the 
great chief of their tribe, who had lived 
^jundreds ot years ago. It was thought to 
have miraculous powers of incant.ntion, 
a nd w h en the dfj itli d a ncejwaa over and the 



performers had sunk exhausted and stui>e- 
tie'd by the native' wine, the Englishman 
secured the skull violin and succeedud in 
escaping with it undetected to Dinban. 
He at orice sent the priceless trophy on to 
his London friend. . 

The human skull has been iised as a 
curio- in many strange w.iys, but it is 
doubtful if it ever before served as a nmsi- 
cal instrument — JSfew fork Journal.
